Say Labor Sec. Mitchell Nixed Brown Post 

Secretary of Labor James Mitchell blocked the ap- 
pointment of ex-Detroit Senator Cora Brown as the 
executive director of the Committee on Government 
Contracts, the highest administrative post in Wash- 
ington, sources at the White House disclosed. 

Rather than appoint the postal lawyer, committee 
members will be asked to abolish the $14,500-a-year 
position. Miss Brown was supported in her bid for 
| the job by numerous Negro women’s groups which 
| argued that the administration has yet to appoint 
| one of their kind to a top spot. 

Opposition to Miss Brown’s appointment came 
principally from labor groups, following AFL-CIO 
President George Meany’s attack on the Committee 
for attempting to integrate craft unions. Labor 
union officials felt Miss Brown would be “too aggres- 
sive” and Labor Sec. Mitchell did not want to ruin 
relations with some of their leaders. None of the 
participants would discuss the situation. Since Vice 
President Nixon is chairman of the Committee, some 
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Negro leaders indicated that they would appeal to him to 
intervene in Miss Brown’s behalf. However, the Com-

While Rev. M. L. King Jr. urged Negroes in a Durham, 
N. C., speech to “fill up the jails of the South” if it takes 
that to break down racial barriers, sitdown strikes against 
lunch counter discrimination continued in at least five 
southern states last week. Officials of the S. H. Kress & 
Co. store chain headquarters in New York revealed the 
protest was cutting business by 15 to 18 per cent in some 
Dixie stores and F. W. Woolworth spokesmen admitted 
Negroes account for at least one-fourth of all business 
transacted in 300 southern branches.

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Study Shows Property Values Rise When Negroes Buy 

The movement of non-whites into an all-white neigh- 
borhood does not decrease its value, but is more likely to 
cause property values to rise or remain constant than 
prices in lily-white areas, according to a five-year study 
by research economist Luigi Laurenti. Entitled, “Property 
Values and Race,” the study, which covered 10,000 real | 
estate transactions, said the erroneous belief that Negroes | 
caused lower property values grew out of the fact that 
slums are commonly inhabited by minority groups. 


Cleveland Councilman Elected Majority Leader 

Veteran Cleveland Councilman Charles V. Carr was 
elected Democratic majority leader of the 33-member City 
Council and became the first Negro to hold the post.

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Dr. King To Ask Top Public Panel To Review Taxes 

The Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., who was arrested 
in Atlanta on charges of failing to report $31,000 on his 
Alabama income tax report, said he would ask a group of 
distinguished citizens “to go over my books and make a 
report.” Revealing plans to ask such persons as the deans 
of the Harvard University Law and Divinity Schools and 
the presidents of the National Council of Churches and 
the Southern Baptist Convention to be his auditors, Dr. 
King termed his arrest “just another attempt to harass 
me” because of the position I’ve taken on civil rights.” 
The minister posted a $2,000 bond and said he would fight 
extradition back to Montgomery where he pastored the 
Dexter Avenue Baptist Church and headed the Mont- 
gomery Improvement Assn. at a salary of $5,000 a year. 


Charge 2 Negroes With Littlhe Rock Bombing 

Two Little Rock Negroes were charged in the Feb. 9 
dynamiting of the home of Carlotta Walls, 16, one of five 
Negro students attending Central High. Police identified 
the two as Maceo Antonio Binns Jr., 31, a chauffeur and 
handyman, and Herbert Odell Monts, 17, a student at 
Horace Mann (Negro) High School. They gave no reason 
for the bombing. The accused were charged under a state 
statute with penalties ranging from one to five years im- 
prisonment and $100 to $500 fines, or both. 


Says Dixie Bars Qualified Negro Voters 

Charging “the whole machinery of government” in the 
South is used as much as possible to keep Negroes from 
voting, Sen. Jacob Javits (R., N.Y.) contended on the 
NBC-TV program, Meet The Press, that state governments 
in the South often keep qualified Negroes from voting.

He continued: “The cry has always been ‘Africans are | 


not ready for self-government.’ They’re not ready for 
this; not ready for that. But I ask, just when are people 
ready? At present in Kenya, Africans (they resent being 
called natives) do everything. They’re an essential part 
of the country’s economic life. Yet the British claim 
they’re not ready to rule in their own country.” 

Rejecting the argument, Marshall drafted for Mboya’s 
All-Africa Party a Bill of Rights expounding the tradi- 
tional freedoms—treligion, speech, press and thought—and 
banning racial discrimination in schools, welfare or health 
services. The bill was adopted at a recent Kenya Constitu- 
tional Conference at which Mboya demanded self-gov- 
ernment for his people this year and full independence 
within two or three years. P 
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‘TO BEING KICKED AROUND’ 

Marshall’s Bill of Rights was opposed by Captain 
Llewellyn Briggs of the all-white United Party who argued 
vaguely that a transfer of power in Kenya would be “dis- 
astrous.” Translated in clearer terms, Briggs wanted 
protection for Kenya’s 66,400 whites (to 6,161,000 Afri- 
cans), who for a century have been flourishing on the 


' country’s best land (dubbed the White Highlands of 
| Kenya). 


“The Highlands are a disgrace,” said Marshall. “No 
African is allowed to get land there. However, with the 
acceptance of the Bill of Rights, I expect many settlers 
there will be forced to sell and leave.” 

Meanwhile, Marshall, impressed with the intense polit- 
ical awareness of Kenya’s blacks, commented: “I was 
amazed to find that thousands of Africans trekked many 
miles to attend political meetings. Those who couldn’t 
get into the halls waited outside from dawn to dusk, with- 
out food or water, to hear news of the meetings from 
their leaders.” 

Continued Marshall: “I met many of the elders and 


| there was one 70-year-old who particularly impressed 
} me. ‘You know,’ he said to me, ‘there are two things we 


need... land and education.’ Which would you settle for? 
I asked him. ‘It makes no difference,’ he replied, ‘if I have 
the education I can get the land. If I have the land I can 
afford the education.’ That was as clear thinking as any- 
one could wish to find.” 

The day before leaving Kenya for England, Marshall 
was barred from a political meeting on grounds that he 
lacked a signed license to attend. “When I left the hall,” 
he recalled, “the huge crowd started shouting ‘UHURU! 
UHURU!’ (Freedom! Freedom!).” 

Marshall speculated free elections may begin in Kenya 
by March, 1961, predicted 29-year-old Mboya will head the 
government when independence comes.

Results Of The Kenya Constitutional Convention 

The Kenya Constitutional Convention in London 
agreed on a constitution that will probably not come 
into force until next year’s elections. Its provisions 
include: 1) a temporary continuation of colonial 
rule, 3) voting rights for a million instead of only 
400,000 Africans and 4) a 91-member legislative 
council with an African majority. 











Urges Ike To By-Pass Congress On Civil Rights

In Indianapolis, the Indiana Governor’s Youth 
Council, after issuing a warning concerning the ris- 
ing number of teen-age marriages and pregnancies, 
disclosed that a 12-year-old father is under court 
order to support his illegitimate baby from his earn- 
ings as a bootblack. Judge Joseph Meszar, of the Lake 
County Juvenile Court, reports “teen-age preg- 
nancies are reported to be increasing in all counties 
in the state.” He added that there are three other 
cases of “1l-year-old unmarried mothers and one 
12-year-old mother.” 
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Woman Needs Mate? Should Marry By Age 25 

If a woman wants a man, she stands a better 
chance of getting him if she makes the try before 
she’s 25. This was the feeling of the Census Bureau 
which reported that up to the age of 25, men out- 
number women 103.6 to 100. But from 25 years of age 
on, there are about 3.2 million more women than 
men in the United States. In other figures, the 
Bureau noted that total population rose by 26 mil- 
lion from 1950 to July 1, 1959, to a total of 177,103,000. 


Hold Farmer Charged With Arson Deaths Of 6 

A 51-year-old Manning, S. C., tenant farmer was charged 
with murder by arson in the deaths of six persons. Au- 
thorities charged that Lee Tindal set fire to his home 
when an estimated 20 persons refused to leave a “Satur- 
day Night Gathering.” Included among the dead were his 
grandchildren. Tindal sustained serious burns in the fire. 
His son, Kaiser, 27, and Sammy Coleman, 25, were hos- 
pitalized but are out of danger. 


Doctors Divorce Over Conflict Of Careers 

A prominent Baltimore physician, granted a divorce, 
said that he and his physician wife’s careers conflicted 
and that she did not desire to live in Baltimore. Dr. Ray- 
mond L. Standard said that he and his wife, Dr. Anna L.

James Eastland, but I 
don’t recall Meany ever blasting him.”

AGAINST POWELL ‘SHEER STUPIDITY 
asked him “Who the hell appointed you guardian of all 
Negro labor?” reissued his call for a meeting of Negro 
union leaders to form the Negro American Labor Council 
in Detroit May 28-29. Declaring organized labor had re- 
fused to fulfill its responsibility to its Negro members, 
Randolph was expected to provide Meany an answer at 
the May meeting. 

Meanwhile, the United Mine Worker’s Journal, repre- 
senting the second most powerful labor union, joined 
Randolph in coming to Powell’s defense. Said the Jour- 
nal: “Mr. Powell is well qualified in every way to become 
chairman... . He has a fine voting record on matters of 
interest to working people.” 

Calling Meany’s blast against Powell “To put it mildly 
sheer stupidity,” the Journal editorial added that most 
attacks stem irom Dixiecrats who oppose him “simply be- 
cause he is a Negro. .. and a vigorous fighter for the 
rights of Negroes.” 

That Meany was not a vigorous fighter for civil rights, 
was indicated later by Rep. John Roosevelt (D., N. Y.) a 
member of the President’s Committee on Government 
Contracts, which is seeking to end bias in union contracts. 
Revealing that Meany had asked the committee to ease 
up pressure on Jim Crow unions Roosevelt said “Mr. 
Meany has been a member of the committee since it was 
formed in 1953 and has never attended a single session.” 
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Negroes Double In Professional Ranks In 20 Years 

The percentage of Negro workers has doubled in the pro- 
fessional, clerical, sales and skilled jobs, during the past 20 
years, Labor Secretary James Mitchell told a Washington 
press conference. Forecasting the labor picture for the 
next decade, the Secretary emphasized that “there is still 
a long way to_go in the development and effective use 
of Negro workers.”

Two WACS, both Negroes, were raped by a Mexican 
policeman and three prisoners, according to Gonzalo 
Montano, chief of police of Fort Huachuca, Ariz. Montano 
said the two women, unidentified privates first class from 
Detroit and Philadelphia, were out with two American 
white soldiers when one of the men was arrested on a 
charge of drunken driving. The three were subsequently 
arrested for disturbing the peace, in trying to have their 
companion released. The women were placed in a cell 
with three prisoners who raped them. A cop, who is also 
charged with rape of the women, was fired and awaits 
hearing, Montano said. 


Freed Of Assault Charges, Muslims May Sue N. Y. 

Acquitted of 13 charges of assault against two police- 
men, two Muslim followers of “Prophet” Elijah Muham- 
med announced plans to file a $500,000 suit against the 
City of New York. John and Yvonne Molette were found 
not guilty by an all-white, all-male jury in a surprise 
Queens’ Court verdict. The charges grew out of a scuffle 
which resulted when two policemen and a postal in- 
spector tried to enter the Molette home while seeking a 
narcotics suspect. 


Convict Ark. Man, White Woman On Morals Rap 

A Negro and a white mother of six children were fined 
$100 each and handed jail terms of 90 days after they 
pleaded guilty to meeting for “lewd purposes” at a motel 
near North Little Rock, Ark. Sentenced were James Living- 
ston, 35, and Mrs. Anna Williams, 28, arrested at the Cats 
Motel.

by Fritz that Davis did not rape the girl. 

Five days before Davis’ time to die, Gov. Price Daniel 
granted the commutation of Davis’ sentence -to life im- 
prisonment, on recommendation of the State Board of 
Pardons and Parole. 

The spirit which moved him: a number of white citizens 
from Brazoria County, near Houston, who launched a 
combined protest of the death sentence for Davis, on 
grounds that it was morally wrong. The group, in effect, 
asked the Pardons and Parole Board: “Do no less for 
Davis than was done for young Fritz.” 

Their action swept up support from other Texans, in- 
cluding Negro leaders, a state legislator, and a white 
lawyers’ association. 

It was in Brazoria County that Davis and Fritz had 
taken the girl in a truck from Houston, forced her to dis- 
robe, then raped her, she testified during the trial. Fritz 
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EQUAL JUSTICE SWAYS DECISION 
admitted to having relations with the girl but insisted, as 
has Davis, that his partner did not rape her. 

But the citizens were not interested in the details. The 
verdicts held their attention: death for Davis; life for 
Fritz, for conviction of the same crime. 

Glenn Heath, editor of the Brazosport Facts newspaper, 
at Freeport, who appeared before the Pardons and Parole 
Board and acted as unofficial spokesman for eight white 
citizens, told the Board that “A number of us feel that 
justice hasn’t been done in this case.” 

Heath, who wrote a series of newspaper articles on the 
case, which were attached to the request for commutation 
of Davis’ sentence, originally appeared before the Board 
to testify on the articles. The trials of Davis and Fritz 
were “fair,” he said, with no flaws which could have 
reversed the decision. But, morally, he intimated, the 
unjust sentence for Davis was self-evident. 

Action from his community, he said, was sparked by

In Philadelphia, eight schoolboys, who were involved in 
a trolley car riot in which three 15-year-old white girls 
were beaten and their clothes torn, were given a one- 
month to indeterminate sentences by Municipal Court 
Judge Theodore O. Spaulding. The eight, all either 15 or 
16, were adjudged juvenile delinquents by Judge Spauld- 
ing, who called testimony in the case “a recital of the 
most reprehensible conduct ever before this court.” 


Md. Father Charged With Deaths Of 2 Infants 

In Baltimore, 20-year-old William Savage was charged 
with fatally beating his two infant daughters, ages nine 
months and two months. The death of the younger tot, 
attributed to a skull fracture and hemorrhage, led police 
to review the death of his other daughter, who died seven 
months earlier. Records indicated death was then at- 
tributed to a head injury and complications. 








Accident Victim, 51, Hit By Two Cars, Dies 


In Brooklyn, 51-year-old porter Cecil Moore was 
run down by a young motorist who watched his vic- 
tim crawl to the curb, then roared off and left Moore 
to die under the wheels of another car. Police said 
that an unidentified witness saw Moore struck by 
the car. Moments later, police said, a car driven by 
Willie Gist, 22, hit Moore and dragged his body 100 
yards.

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Julius Nyerere: The Hope Of Tanganyika 

The giant force behind Tanganyika’s nine million 
Africans in their headlong rush for freedom comes 
from a boy-sized,-willow-slim bantamweight named 
Julius Kambarage Nyerere, a chain-smoking Zanaki 
tribesman with master’s degree from the University 
of Edinburgh. 

The 37-year-old president of the 800,000-member 
Tanganyika African National Union, the East Africa 
territory’s dominant political force, also heads the 
Opposition, the multi-racial Elected Members Organ- 
ization, and is a sure bet to become prime minister 
this year when Tanganyika receives internal self- 
government. But total independence is Nyerere’s 
goal, and total independence is what Tanganyikans 
expect, and in less than five years. 

The five-foot, six-inch Nyerere is the biggest man 
in Dar es Salaam, the capital city, and as one Briton 
put it, “is the key to everything.” Still another in- 
sists he is “50 years ahead” of anyone else in the 
African nationalist movement. His nationalistic col- 
leagues gave him their vote of confidence in electing 
him to head the Pan-African Freedom Movement of 
East and Central Africa. 

Nyerere allays the fears of the fewer than 30,000 
whites and 75,000 Asians in his country when he

The union claimed the show was closed because producer, 
disk jockey Greg Harris, failed to produce the artists’ total 
fees in advance. Harris declared that he presented all but 
$250 of the $3,750 due on the acts and gave the union a 
personal check to cover the balance. The union, he said, 
refused the check. 


9 N. Y. Symphony Orchestras Hire Negro Artists 

Nine New York symphony orchestras, including the 
Metropolitan Opera Orchestra, hired Negroes for the first 
time in 1959, according to an Urban League report, which 
said New York showed a sharp drop in discrimination 
against Negro musicians. The report also listed 11 Broad- 
way musicals, TV shows and orchestras which engaged 
Negroes in new musical job opportunities.
